An interesting history attaches toa 
small packet about 2%4 inches square, 
which recently arrived in London. It 
weighed 3%4 lbs. and was eagerl 
bought by an American firm for $6,- 
000. The packet contained osmiri- 
dium (osmium and its alloy irridium) 
used for the tipping of fountain pen 
points and for delicate bearings of 
fine machinery. 

The discovery of osmiridium, which 
is a member of the platinum. ‘group 
of metals, constitutes an interesting 
piece of modern romance. Towards 
the end of last yéar a small group of 
prospectors were, washing for gold in 
one of the river eds i in. Paqua, British 
New Guinea. In their eagerness to 
find the prcious’ ‘metal they threw 
away from. their pans a_ bluish-grey 
flaky substance as worthless. This

Speaking- in London, at the annual 
public ineeting held in~ connection 
with the-Royal National Mission to 
Deep Sea. Fishermen, Sir Reginald 
Bacon, who presided, alluded ‘to the 
magnificent work done by the Dover 
Patrol, of which he was.in command, 
during the war. .He had over 200 
drifters and trawlers under. his com- 
mand, and their services were invalu- 
able. The trawlers and mine-sweep- 
ers, ,he said, swept up, from 1915 to 
the end of 1917, over 1,200. German 
mines, they swept a total distance 
equal to:twelve times rqund. the earth, | 
and 100,000 merchant vessels passed 
the Narrows during those years, and 
only one twenty-fifth of one per cent. 
were lost’through the German mines, 

The drifters shot their explosive 
nets up the Belgian coast, and during 
1916 and 1917 they laid a barrage of 
nets along the whole length of that 

oast off Zeebrugge and Ostend. Con- 

sidering that these men had lived out- 
side the strict discipline of a fighting 
service, their discipline and conduct 
were remarkably good. They were 
not angels—they were the first to ac- 
knowledge that themselves—but they 
were men, and they were seamen, ‘lit- 
erally men of the sea, with tough bod- 
ies and stout hearts, which was what 
was wanted in war.

The farming indus- 
try had” been proved to be a failure 
until it was brought into a state of co- 
operation, and it was now organized 
upon the economic-class basis which 
was ‘the true ‘fundamental of equal 
rights, and he challenged his hearers 
to refute that statement, 
Most Vital Interest ; 

“Our most vital interest is our econ- 
omic. interest” he said, and this was 
the first great problem to be solved by 
their organization. It was‘as much a 
religious interest as an economic one, 
because mammon was as much an idol 
and a leader today ag ever. 

The principles of the U,F.A. were 
democratic, although it was pointed out 
that. cooperation was only possible when 
each understood that democracies—t.e. 
Jaborer and’ farmer—cannot .organise 
in one body at this time because the 
laborers were not organized in one big 
union as the farmers were but were 
rather split into smaller craft bodies. 
The only development possible was one 
whereby all democratic-thinking people 
could become one big family, 

State of Hysterla 

The speaker dealt very fully with the 
much-vaunted People's Party and term- 
ed this just a passing state of hysteria 
which was brought about by a dissolu- 
tion of the big principles of cooperation. 
Right to this day the confusion raised 
thereby had never been overcome, for, 
so far, there had never been any re- 
building of the economic estate which 
‘wag the only stable basis, .Even the 
U.F.A. was not in a truly complete state 
‘of economic stabilization yet, but he 
thought that by the development of this 
economic strength it would eventually 
be evolved, 

He thought that political action which 
would prove efficient must follow econ- 
omic’. action and could never lead: it, 
because the solving of the problem 
would proceed from the mobilizing of 
economic strength. There was more 
responsibility upon the farming classes 
because they were the prime producers 
and.the ultimate consumers, The line- 


the two forces—plutocratic groups and 
autocratic groups.
